In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby

To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repair of school build- 
ings. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money’ the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for textbooks and supplies in 
schoolrooms. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for music in the schools. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for high school tuition. ie

of ways, highways and bridges) under the provisions 
of Section 19, Chapter 28, R. S. of 1930, or under the 
provisions of Chapter 213, Public Laws of 1941. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $702.00 in order to entitle the 
town to the third class apportionment, as provided in

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens. 


of Baldwin: ° 


I hereby submit for your consideration, my fourth 
annual report as Superintendent of your schools. 

Three schools are in operation this year with five 
teachers employed. The only change in the teaching 
staff is the replacement of Miss Sarah Hill by Miss 
Christine Wormwood. Miss Hill left to accept a posi- 
tion in Saco. 

Mrs. Gladys Cartret was one of the teachers of 
Union, No. 9, to attend the University of Maine Ele- 
mentary School Workshop during the past summer. 

We have again been fortunate in retaining our capa- 
ble teachers in a time of critical teacher shortage. 

Rather extensive repairs should be made on the 
buildings at West Baldwin and East Baldwin. These 
repairs should include installing flush toilets, painting 
both buildings, and improving the heating system in 
the West Baldwin building. Further delay in painting 
these buildings will cause deterioration which will be 
expensive to the town. Great fuel savings would re- 
sult from insulating the buildings. | 

The dental clinic, held at the West Baldwin, through 
the co-operation of the Cumberland County Public - 
Health Association was very successful. All the chil- 
dren were examined and 245 corrections made. This 
clinic should be continued if it is possible to do so.. 

More health service should be provided for the chil- 
dren, including ‘the services of a school nurse. Hot 
lunches would be very beneficial to the school children. 

We should strive in this post-war period to improve 
the educational opportunities of our boys and girls so 
they may be as well prepared to face adult life as any | 
of the boys and girls of Maine. 
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In closing I want to thank all those whose co-opera- 
tion has contributed to the success of our schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Baldwin: 


il hereby submit for your consideration my annual 
report as Superintendent of your schools. 


Three schools are again in operation with five teach- 
ers employed. Mrs. Nellie Black was transferred from 
North Baldwin to the primary grades at East Baldwin. 
Mrs. Black was replaced by Miss Dorothy Gain of East 
Baldwin. 


The savings in fuel by using oil burning equipment 
and insulation are refiected in the drop in the fuel cost. 


The following improvements are recommended for 
your consideration and are included in the repair sec- 
tion of the requested budget: 


Convert the present privy sections of the East and 
West schools into supply rooms and book closets. 


Paint one room at each of the Hast and West schools. 


Install double bracket shades in the primary room at 
East school. | 


Spray paint the basements at East and West schools. 


Enclose the water pump and tanks in wire enclosure 
at the East and West schools. 


Install fire extinguishers in all schools. 


Enclose the school grounds at North with link wire 
fence. 


Paint the exterior of North school. 


Install telephones at the East and West schools. 
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The dental elinic was held again at West Baldwin 
through the cooperation of the Cumberland County ~ 
- Public Health Association and the public spirited citi- 
zens who furnished the transportation. 

Dental service worth eee 00 was received for the 
$125.00 raised. 


The crowded conditions at the West Baldwin school 
could be relieved if the parents of the children at East 
and West Baldwin would consent to the classes with the 
largest enrollment being grouped at the West Baldwin 
school and the classes with the smaller enrollments be- 
ing grouped at the East Baldwin school. This arrange- 
ment would make it possible to group the grades so 
that the sub-primary and grade one could be assigned 
to one teacher, grades two and three to another, grades 
4, 5, and 6 to another teacher, and grades 7 and 8 to 
another. This would require no additions to the present 
buildings and teaching staff. 

The number of children being transported has in- 
creased so that 45 are being conveyed on the Wilbur 
Black route and 38 on the Melvin Cook route. Though 
beach wagons are being used, this requires that the 
driver return to the school and discharge his load more 
often than if a bus were used.-It is believed that that 
time saved by reducing the number of calls at the school 
while calling for the children would make it possible to 
_reduce the time spent in conveying so that the children 
could start later in the morning and return earlier in 
the afternoon. 

A successful school lunch program is being operated 
at the East Baldwin school by the Mattocks (East 
Baldwin) Parent Teacher Association. The meal being 
served is an “A” type with milk. The balanced meal 
served is resulting in better school work and better 
health. | 

In closing, I want to thank all those whose cooper- 
ation has contributed to the success of our schools. 
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The increased cost of teaching, supplies and the re- > 
pairs needed is responsible for the increases — in the 
budget requested for the following year:

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE, 1946 


Since 1920, the Division of Public Health Nursing 
has been an activity of the State Bureau of Health. In 
1920 one nurse covered the entire state; today a com- 
plete staff includes 42 nurses and 6 supervisors work- 
ing in the six districts into which the state is divided. 
District I is composed of York and Cumberland Coun- 
ties plus five towns in Oxford with an estimated popu- 
lation of 260,577. ; 


There are five public health nurses and one supervisor 
carrying on a general nursing program under the medi- 
cal direction of the District Health Officer. The nursing 
time allocated to a specific town depends upon the 
appropriation and the community’s needs. 


The present concept of public health nursing as 
carried on in Baldwin, rather than restricting the 
nurse’s activities to care of the sick in their homes, 
stresses prevention of disease and promotion of health 
by helping the community to analyze health problems of 
individuals and families. | 

Under the auspices of the Parent-Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, four Child Health Conferences were held during 
the summer for children under six years. Forty-three 
children were examined by a physician and of these not 
already immunized, the majority received immuniza- 
tions against diptheria, smallpox and whooping cough. 
As the death rate from these three diseases is highest 
in the pre-school child, continued emphasis must be 
placed on early immunization. 

The first activity in the fall was the testing by the 
public health nurse of all children who presented symp- 
toms of eye difficulty. The alert observation of the 
teachers is responsible for discovering most of these 
defects as they are the ones who see the children daily. 
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In October, 88 children had hearing tests with the 
audiometer. Several children were found to have defi- 
nite loss of hearing. 

The public health nurse has followed up in the homes, 
health problems found at Child Health Conference or 
at school, to help the porn find the resource best suited 
to fit its need. 

In addition she visits expectant mothers and mothers 
of new infants, to assist them in establishing good 
daily routine for the baby; she visits homes where there 
_is or has been tuberculosis, in order to help the families 
acquire adequate medical care; she visits homes where 
there is acute communicable disease to assist in the 
patient’s recovery without complications and to prevent 
its spread by proper isolation; she visits children with 
a crippling condition to make available to the family the 
special services provided for these children. 

Plans for the coming year include an immunization 
clinic to offer immunization against smallpox and diph- 
theria to anyone not protected, more frequent Child 
Health Conferences, so that medical supervision is avail- 
able to all pre-school children, and a program of health 
examinations of all school children. 

To extend the service of the Public Health Nurse so 


that she may be able to spend her time giving direct. 


professional service to the family, a Health Council, 
composed of representatives of various groups should 
be formed. It is the aim of the Council to assist in inter- 
preting the health program to the community in order 
to have it adequately supported and used to help in 
maintaining a high standard of service and to assist in 
developing a cooperative program. |

Public Health Nursing is concerned with securing 
and maintaining better health for all members of the 
community. 

In your town five Child Health Conferences have 
been held during the summer and fall months. Twenty- 
eight pre-school children and one infant were examined 
by Dr. Paul Marston, attending physician. The total 
attendance was fifty-three. Fifteen children were im- 
munized against diphtheria, fifteen against whooping 
cough, sixteen against tetanus, and twelve against small- 
pox. 

Home visits have been made to infants, pre-school 
children, and school children, to aid in building of good 
mental and physical health. 

In addition, several visits have been made to crippled 
children and those with heart involvement, to assist the 
parents in securing medical care and to interpret medical 
recommendations. 

Without the aid of committees comprised of interested 
citizens of the town, it is difficult for the public health 
nurse to give all of her time to the direct professional 
service which she alone can give. 

The success of the Child Health Conference this year is 
in great part due to the excellent Child Health Conference 
Committee in your town.

I hereby submit’ for your consideration my annual 
report as superintendent of your schools. 

Three schools were in operation during the past year. 
Grade assignments were as follows: 


East Baldwin Grades 1—4 Mrs. Nellie Black 
5—8 Mrs. Gladys Cartret 
North Baldwin Grades 1—8 Mrs. Dorothy Hulit 
West Baldwin Grades 1—4 Mrs. Louise Gray 
5—8 Mrs. Ida Ward 
A successful dental clinic was held again in Baldwin 
through the cooperation of the Cumberland County Pub- 
lic Health Association and the public spirited citizens 
who furnished the transportation. 
Dental service worth $537.00 was received for the 
$125.00 raised. 
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The Mattocks (East Baldwin) Parent-Teachers As- 
sociation continues to conduct a very successful hot lunch 
program at the East Baldwin School in spite of the high 
cost of food and reductions in the quantities of available 
free foods. This program makes it possible for the chil- 
dren to have a third hot and nourishing meal each day. 
Through the generosity of the East Baldwin P. T. A,, 
insulating board was contributed for sheathing the ceil- 
ing of the lunch room. This will be painted in attractive 
colors in the very near future. 

A group of mothers have started a lunch program for 
the North school. The “B” type of lunch without milk 
or a hot main dish is served. The North Baldwin Church 
Guild not only has contributed the food and organized 
volunteers to do the cooking but has donated needed 
equipment. The hot dish is prepared in the home of a 
parent and delivered at the school in time for dinner. 


Wee vest baldwin P. [Ais constructing a play- 
room in the West school for the small children. Arrange- 
ments are being made to provide a supervisor during the 
hours they are released from classes for play. 


The Stanford achievement tests were administered 
again. These tests indicate the amount of achievement 
each child has made to date as well as the improvement 
he has made during the past year. An alert teacher can 
plan her instruction more effectively and make more 
adequate provision for the individual differences of each 
child. | 

The following repairs were made during the past year: 

The two classrooms, toilet rooms and cloakrooms in 
the East and West schools, respectively, were painted. 

Double bracket shades have been ordered for both 
rooms at the East school. Additional fire extinguishers 
were installed in all schools. 

The fence at North school was repaired and painted. 


Storm doors were installed at the East and West 
schools. 
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The oil-fired furnace at East school was regulated to 
burn less oil. 

The following repairs are needed for the coming year: 

Paint the interior and exterior of the North school. 

Erect a new flagpole at the North school. 

Paint the lunch room at the East school. 

Replace some of the worn out fixed desks with move- 
able combination desks and chairs at East and West 
schools. 

Buff the blackboards at East school. 

Install fusible link shutoffs on the oil lines at East and 
West schools. 

Install bulletin boards in all schools. 

Erect cottage top over bulkhead at East School for 
second fire exit from lunchroom.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT | 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Baldwin: . 

I hereby submit for your consideration my third an- 
nual report as superintendent of your schools. 

There was one change in the teaching staff during the 
past year. Mrs. Annette Symmes, of Newfield, replaced 
Mrs. Dorothy Hulit, who resigned as teacher at the 
North School. At the East School, Mrs. Black returned 
as teacher of the primary grades and Mrs. Cartret as 
teacher of the grammar grades. At the West School, 
Mrs. Gray returned as teacher of the primary grades 
and Mrs. Ward as teacher of the grammar grades. 

The dental clinic was suspended last year because the 
dentist was recalled to military service. Up to the pres- 
ent time the Health Association has been unable to se- 
cure a dentist. 

The Mattocks PTA continues to operate a very suc- 
cessful hot lunch program at the East School. The West 
Baldwin PTA has started a hot lunch program at the 
West School. The playroom in the basement has been 
converted into an attractive combination lunch room 
and kitchen. A kitchen range was donated. Volunteer 
labor built sufficient shelves and bench space to enable 
the cook to more conveniently prepare and serve meals. 
The value of this program was clearly demonstrated in 
2, very short time. The teachers report that they noticed 
an immediate improvement in the children’s attitude 
towards their school work. The programs at both of the 
schools furnish the balanced and complete “A” type of 
meal with one-half pint of fresh milk per child. 

The gift of a sum of money from the Baldwin School 
Fund made it possible to buy a set of the “Book of 
Knowledge” for the grammar grades in each of the 
three schools. The interest that the children displayed 
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in using these books indicate that additional sets of 
other types of standard encyclopedias should be pur- 
chased in the near future. A rotating program of add- 
ing one set each year would even the financial strain and 
avoid the situation where all of the sets are worn out in 
any one year. A similar program for the purchase of 
maps and charts should be started this year. At the 
present time the supply of maps is very inadequate to | 
meet the minimum requirements for teaching classes in 
history and geography. 

Your attention is invited to the report of the music 
Supervisor which follows the financial report for the 
schools. An outline of the music curriculum and the pro- 
gram for the past year will be found there. 

The annual water tests were made again this year. 
The water at East School was found to be satisfactory. 
After several tests, a safe source was found for the 
North School. It is hauled from a spring some distance 
from the school. The water at West School will be tested 
twice a year to see if the water draining from the wet | 
ground in rear of the school may be mixing with the 
water veins which supply this school. 

Roscoe Spencer and Lester Wood, represented the 
superintending school committee, on an inspection of 
the new Naples Consolidated Elementary School. After 
the inspection, they attended a Meeting as guests of 
the Naples PTA and listened to Deputy Commissioner 
William O. Bailey explain the new Area High School 
law. The meeting concluded with the showing of a 
technicolor, sound motion picture which portrayed the 
consolidated school. 

The repair program for the past year included sev- 
eral alterations and renovations which added to the life 
and increased the usefulness of the existing buildings. 
The exterior of the North School was given two coats 
of outside white paint. The weather side of the doors 
were painted dark green. The classroom was painted 
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with two coats of flat white on the ceiling, two coats of 
light green on the upper walls and two coats of light 
cream color on the wainscoting. 

At the East School, two fire escape doors for the class- 
rooms were built into the walls of the former walk-ways 
of the old privy section. These doors are equipped with 
night latches which permit the doors to be opened from 
the inside and swing outward by merely turning the 
knob and pushing against the door from the inside of 
the building. The unused space in this section of the 
building was converted into a book and supply closet by 
erecting shelves in appropriate locations. A second 
emergency exit was constructed for the basement lunch 
room at the East School. A cottage type bulkhead, with 
doors which swing out, was built on the concrete founda- 
tion of the old structure. This new structure elimi- 
nates the danger of the snow and ice from the roof 
blocking the fire exit. This type of alteration to provide 
additional fire escape exits from the classrooms and the 
basement lunch room should be constructed at the West 
School this year. Additional shelves for books and sup- 
plies should be erected in the section which was former- 
ly used for the privies. 

Ten desk and chair combinations were purchased to 
replace the worst of the seats now in use. However, a 
part of them are being used to seat the increased en- 
rollment in certain grades 

A sink for washing dishes should be located in the 
lunch room at the West School. The installation of a 
cold water faucet over the sink would be very helpful to 
the cook. A sink is urgently needed in the classroom of 
the North School. This sink should drain into a sump 
hole located away from the building foundations. Such 
an arrangement would permit the children to wash their 
hands more conveniently and dispose of the waste water 
from both the hand washing operation and the drinking 
cups in a more sanitary manner than that which is used 
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at the present time. Book shelves and bulletin boards 
should be located along the walls of both classrooms at 
the West School. The lack of these shelves and space to 
display the children’s work seriously interferes with 
the effective use of these classrooms. Additional fluores- 
cent lights should be located in the lunch room of the 
West School. The preparation benches and the kitchen 
stove are in a very poorly lighted corner. Two forty- 
eight inch, double tube units installed in this area would 
reduce the chances of accidents and enable the cook to 
do her work more efficiently. A double tube unit should 
be located above the table opposite the entrance. A 
large size electric clock is badly needed in each class- 
room. Accurate clocks are a classroom necessity for 
the teacher who wishes to follow a well organized work 
plan. 

The condition of the buildings has reached the point 
where a rotating schedule for painting can be followed 
at a reduced cost to the town as well as maintaining 
the buildings in better condition. The local painter ad- 
vises one outside coat every three years rather than 
two coats every six years or a longer period. The cost of 
of the one coat every three years is estimated to cost 
$90.00 or a total of $180.00 over a six year period. The 
cost of the labor alone for the two coats applied three 
years ago, was $256.00 for each of the East and West 
Schools. If the cost of the materials is added to the labor 
cost, the total cost averaged $325.00 for each building. 
From these facts it can be seen that it is wise to have 
each building painted with one coat every third year. 
The budget is organized to paint the East School next 
summer because the paint, though from the same manu- 
facturer and applied by the same painter, at the same 
time, did not wear as well as that applied to the West 
School. If the town continues to use these buildings, the 
West School should receive one outside coat of paint 
in 1950 and the North School one coat in 1951. 
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Twelve recitation group chairs should be purchased 
for the primary room at the West School. These chairs 
will make it possible to hold recitations at the front of 
the room and provide more opportunity for seat work 
groups to work with a marked reduction in the destruc- 
tion caused by a pupil reciting from his seat for a teach- 
er who finds it necessary to hear the recitations over the 
heads of a seat work group. Ten of these chairs would 
be very useful in the primary room at the East School 
but the room is so over-crowded at present that there is 
not sufficient space to permit their use. 


The following appropriations are requested and rec- 
ommended by your superintending school committee for 
the fiscal year 1949-50:

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR 
OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending 
School Committee and Citizens of Baldwin: 


I am pleased to submit my report as supervisor of 
music for the past year. ' 

A five point program namely; singing, playing, danc- 
ing, creating and listening is being carried out according 
to a progressive plan. 

In the primary rooms with grades one through four, 
three divisions in music are made. The first grade work 
consists of rote songs, singing games and a program of 
rhythmic activities to include simple folk dancing. The 
program for the second grade is a continuation of this 
routine with the addition of activities in which the chil- 
dren are taught how to follow the words with the music. 
An excellent music book to teach this latter activity is 
“Peter Rabbit.” It would be’an additional aid if copies 
of this book could be obtained for use with the ones al- 
ready on hand. 


The curriculum for the third and fourth grades in- 
cludes advanced training in following the words with 
the music, and vice versa. All of the work in the previ- 
ous grades is directed towards preparing the pupil for 
the study of music theory which begins at this level. 
Reading music with syllables and pitch names, folk 
dancing and rhythmic drill are included in the schedule 
of instruction for these grades. 

The grammar rooms, with grades five through eight, 
are in one division. Here, we aim at two and three part 
singing in which the pupils at the East and West schools 
are doing excellent work. Rhythmic activity and folk 
dancing are included in the schedule of instruction for 
these grades also. 
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The situation at North Baldwin School presents more 
or less of a problem, since it includes all grades; one 
through eight. Two divisions in music are made. Books 
Two and Five of the New Music Horizons are used to 
combine the grades in this building. 

Christmas programs were presented in all schools 
and a Spring Festival of “Song and Dance” will be given 
at East Baldwin at the close of the spring term of 
school, with West, North and East schools participating. 
The Spring Festival last year was given at West Bald- 
win, out-of-doors. It was rated a success, both for pro- 
duction and finance. After expenses were paid, the 
money was divided between the three schools. 

Each year, new books have been purchased to replace 
the old series and soon we hope to have a complete set of 
the New Music Horizons books for every pupil. 

A group of pupils from the West School furnished 
musical selections at a Teachers’ Club meeting of Union, 
No. 9, in January. Their performance was received with 
many words of praise and encouragement. The pupils 
at East School have been called upon for similar pro- 
grams, and likewise have performed admirably. 

To the teachers of Baldwin, I extend my sincere 


thanks for their fine co-operation, their interest and — 


assistance which they gave me throughout the year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE, 1948 


BALDWIN 

Public health nursing is concerned with securing and 
maintaining better health for all members of the com- 
munity, recognizing that whatever is done to assure 
physical and mental health during maternity, infancy, 
childhood, and youth, will affect the health of the adult 
population. 

Child Health Conferences were held in Baldwin dur- 
ing the summer months with Dr. Paul Marston, the at- 
tending physician. Twenty-six infants and pre-school 
children received physical examinations. Nine were 
immunized against smallpox, four against diphtheria, 
two against whooping cough, and one against tetanus. 

These conferences are held to help parents with better 
methods of child care and to provide for every child not 
under the care of a private physician. It seems that one 
of the objectives for the future might be working 
toward established monthly conferences where the chil- 
dren would be supplied continuous health supervision 
from birth to school age. 

Home visits have been made to expectant mothers and 
infants to help with problems in child training and de- 
velopment. Visits were made to children with ortho- 
pedic handicaps and those with heart involvement to 
insure their receiving the specialized care which may 
be necessary. 

Home visits were made to assist parents to secure 
competent medical care on health problems discussed at 
school. 

Co-operation is the keynote essential to the co-ordi- 
nation of the efforts of all concerned with community 
health. Only in this way can communities develop bal- 
anced programs of health education and health care. 
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It is hoped that during the coming year a Health 
Council may be formed in your town. Such a council | 
would give advisory service to the public health nurse, 
supply the volunteer service for the health activities, 
and hold regular meetings to make plans for community 
health programs. 


The success of the Child Health Conference this year 
is in great part due to the excellent Child Health Con- 
ference committee in Baldwin.

Sealed bids were received on the town farm timber. 
It was sold to John Kelley, who submitted the highest 
bid and he was allowed two years in which to cut the 
timber. Mr. Kelley agreed to pay for the timber week- 
ly as it is cut. 

A deed to the consolidated enon! lot, dated June 9, 
1949, has been received from R. F. Chase and also one 
$5,000.00 U. S. Government Bond to be applied to the 
consolidated school fund. 


As will be noted elsewhere in this report, U. S. Gov- 
ernment Bonds amounting to $6,000.00 have been pur- 
chased with the money raised and allotted by the 
town for the consolidated school building. 

Your selectmen have been unable to make a satis- 
factory sale of the Burnell school building. An offer 
of $200.00 was received but was considered too low. 


As this report goes to press the town office is in the 
process of being painted on the inside. The front 
foundation should be repaired as soon as weather per- 
mits. The building needs a coat of paint on the outside 
and the roof will need to be shingled in the near future. 
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A question was raised at one time as to how much 
timber was cut from the town farm for fire houses, the 
following are the approximate amounts:

The East Baldwin Fire Co. was organized in April, 
1948. With the money received from the town we were 
able to purchase a truck with a tank on it and have 
added a front end pump. 

In the fall we built the fire house using the timber 
from the town farm, and with volunteer labor and gifts 
this was done with very little money. The lot was giv- 
en by Mr. John E. Gunter. 

We have bought several lengths of 114 inch hose and 
four hundred feet of 214 inch hose as well as various 
pieces of fire fighting equipment. The truck has been 
lettered and painted, as well as other improvements. 
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We have been called to several fires and have been 
exceptionally fortunate in getting them under control 
in a few minutes. 

We deeply appreciate the help which the town gave 
us, which enabled us to get started. We hope in the 
near future to be self supporting and able to render 
a valuable service to the part of the town which we 
serve.

NORTH BALDWIN 


The North Baldwin Volunteer Fire Co. has built a 
two story fire house 22’ x 30’. Downstairs has a cement 
floor and houses the truck. Upstairs is a meeting room. 
The downstairs room is kept heated in the winter with 
an oil burning stove. 


We have a 1946 Ford 114 ton truck with a front end 
pump and an 850 gallon capacity water tank. We have 
1,350 feet of 1144 inch hose with a choice of fog or 
straight nozzles. 


We have a portable pump for woods fires and gev- 
eral Indian fire fighters. 

We have a men’s association with twenty-nine mem- 
bers and a women’s auxiliary with twenty-nine mem- 
bers. 

The women’s auxiliary has been very active and has 
earned and turned over to the Fire Co. $321.79 during 
the last year. This has been raised by suppers and 
fairs, etc. 

Now we want to build hose racks, finish up the inside 
of the building upstairs, buy more fire fighting equip- 
ment, paint the truck, etc. 
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We have been fortunate in not having any local 
fires but have helped on the Sand Pond fire and two 
West Baldwin fires. | 


Women’s auxiliary meetings are the second Tuesday 
evening of every month and the men’s meetings are 
the third Monday evening of each month. 

The money given the Company by the town was a 
great help and very much appreciated.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSE, 1949 


This year three Child Health Conferences have been 
held in your town. Forty-six children under six years 
of age were examined by the attending physician and 
twelve were immunized against small pox, ten against 
diphtheria, ten against whooping cough, and eleven 
against tetanus. 

It has seemed that more interest was shown in the 
Child Health Conferences this summer. It is to be 
hoped that in the future a greater number of confer- 
ences may be held. This is one way of providing con- 
tinuous health supervision for those children not under 
care of a private physician. 

In March, the audiometer was used in the schools 
at which time 75 children from fourth grade through 
the eighth had their hearing tested. This machine is 
a more accurate way of testing hearing. 

During the year home visits were made to expectant 
and new mothers to assist them in establishing a good 
daily routine. | 

Home visits were made to assist parents to secure 
competent medical care on health problems discussed 
at school. 

Children with orthopedic or heart defects were visit- 
ed in order to acquaint the family with the resources _ 
available and assist in interpreting the medical recom- 
mendations. 

Without the aid of committee or health council the 
public health nurse is less able to give the direct pro- 
fessional service she alone can render. It is to be hoped 
that in the coming year such a committee may be 
formed, being composed of representatives of various 
groups. They could interpret the program to the com- - 
munity, give advisory service to the nurse, and supply 
volunteer service for the health activities. 
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I do wish to thank the Child Health Conference com- 
mittee for their valuable assistance in arranging and 
assisting at the summer conferences. Perhaps this 
committee might be instrumental in starting a larger 
one which will envelope the entire program rather than 
just a part.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Baldwin: 

I hereby submit for your consideration my fourth an- 
nual report as superintendent of your schools. 

There were no changes in the school faculty during 
the past year. At the East School Mrs. Black returned 
as teacher of the primary grades and Mrs. Cartret as 
teacher of the middle and upper grades. At the North 
School Mrs. Symmes returned as teacher of the pri- 
mary grades; at West School Mrs. Gray returned as 
teacher of the primary grades and Mrs. Ward as teach- 
er of the middle and upper grades. Mrs. Carpenter re- 
turned as music teacher. 

The results from reducing the grades from eight to 
four at the North School by transporting the pupils in 
the upper grades to the East School were so successful 
that this arrangement is being continued this year. 
This regrouping has resulted in placing together chil- 
dren more similar in age and level and physical de- 
velopment. It provides the competition that children 
need from youngsters of their own age. 

The Baldwin teachers attended an art course at the 
Cornish Town Hall during the hours of four to six and 
seven to ten o’clock in the afternoons and evenings of 
September 12, 13 and 14th. This course was conducted 
by the Binney Smith Company of New York City. Its 
purpose was to make it possible for the teachers to 
learn how to teach art techniques and the construction 
of visual aids which could be used to assist in the teach- 
ing of various subjects studied in the elementary grades 
of Union No. 9. By paying the registration fee of 
$9.00 our teachers could secure one hour of college 
credit from the University of Maine extension division. 
This art course dealt with the following activities and 
topics. 
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ARTS AND SKILLS IN CRAFTS 
Clayola—Figures, reliefs, modeling for crafts and 
correlations at different learning levels. 
Paper Mache—Construction of figures, toys, dis- 
plays, correlations. Methods of preparation. 
Finger Paint—Techniques, creative design, correla- 
tions, design and use for crafts. 


APPLIED TECHNIQUES 
Crayola and Chalks—Strokes, blending, stencil, de- 
sign, construction, methods, uses, correlations. 
Painting, Water Colors (Opaque and Transparent) — 
Techniques, methods, mixing, blends, contrasts, cor- 
relations, application to crafts. Mounting exhibiting. 
Tempola crafts. 


COMBINING THE SKILLS 

Printing—Planning designs-transfer, cutting tech- 
niques, proofs, printing, block printing. Application 
to materials, poster work-book plates, favors, ete. 

A set of World Book Encyclopaedia was placed in 
the West School and another in the East School for 
the use of grades 5-8 in each location. Additional copies 
of similar reference sets, such as Compton’s Pictured 
Encyclopaedia and the junior set of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica should be purchased at the rate of one set 
per year. This would even the financial strain and 
avoid the situation where all of the reference sets 
should be replaced in any one year. Lack of training 
and practice in the use of reference sets has been a 
Serious deficiency in our school program throughout 
all the grades. This activity teaches and encourages 
the child to develop the habit of independent research. 
It can be developed into the habit of continuing one’s 
education throughout the adult years. The present 
century of change is rapidly proving to us that our 
education should be continued after we leave school. 


in 
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To consider that our education is over when we leave 
school means that we are content to be satisfied with 
partial returns in enjoyment and carrying out our 
duties to our families and our fellow citizens in our 
towns, county, state, nation and in world affairs. 

I am happy to say that our teachers have definitely 
started to provide this type of training and education. 
Their ability to continue this program successfully de- 
pends upon the quality and amount of tools that are 
given them with which to do the job. 

Two items of war surplus equipment were secured 
for the new consolidated school. A Remington type- 
writer, which was reconditioned at a small cost, was 
obtained for the use of the principal and the teachers. 
A large 65 cubic foot refrigerator was secured for the 
lunch program kitchen. It is complete with compressor 
and air circulator. A refrigerator of this size makes it 
possible to store and reduce the spoilage of surplus 
commodities such as fresh apples, cheese, butter and 
potatoes and still leave room for the usual items. The 
cost to the town for such items is whatever the charge 
is for trucking them either from the forts in Portland 
Harbor or the surplus warehouse of the State Depart- 
ment of Education in Augusta. 

A serious need in our schools for some time has been 
the provision of organized instruction in a system of 
penmanship or handwriting which meets the present 
day needs. Several towns and cities in Maine are pro- » 
viding this instruction by hiring a part time super- 
visor from the Rinehart Functional Handwriting Sys- 
tem of Waltham, Massachusetts. One of their district 
representatives is located at Biddeford, which would 
make it possible for Baldwin to receive this beneficial 
instruction at a reasonable cost. 

The company furnishes the following materials at no 
extra charge. : 

1. Pupils’ folder outlines. 
2. Teachers’ folders. 
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Monthly outlines for teachers. 

Dexterity tests. 

Room certificates. 

Room diagnostic charts, monthly. 

Room seals, monthly. 

Monthly specimen envelopes. 

Term specimen envelopes. 

Monthly return envelopes. 

Individual handwriting certificates for the high- 
est pen and ink grade in which handwriting is 
taught.

1. Hold monthly teachers’ meetings as needed. 
2. Visit each classroom monthly for the purpose of: 
(a) placing master copies on the blackboard ; (b) 
grade informal handwriting at pupils’ desks; 
(c) give general instruction and individual help 

as time permits and the occasion demands. 

Visits are made for not less than 20 minutes per 
room each month. 

Through the generosity of one of Baldwin’s native 
sons, Dr. Richard Chase, the site for the new consoli- 
dated school has been partially cleared and _ initial 
steps taken to grade it for the foundation. If this 
grading and the plans for the new section of State 
highway construction which will pass by this lot could 
be co-ordinated, it would help greatly to increase the 
attractiveness and the usefulness of the school site. 

If a building committee could be appointed, they 
could study the advantages and disadvantages of exist- 
ing buildings by visiting them; and after a study of 
the needs of Baldwin, be prepared to make a well 
thought-out set of recommendations to the town. The 
new Naples Consolidated School has a well planned 
type of classroom. The new Farmingdale School has 
a plan which could be studied as an example of what

a school building like the Naples Consolidated School 
could be eventually expanded into. 

Several improvements and changes were made in the 
existing buildings and the equipment during the past 
year. A cottage type bulkhead with doors which swing 
out was constructed as an emergency exit and entrance 
at the West School. It provides a second exit from 
the lunch room in case of fire. As a service entrance 
it makes it possible to deliver supplies and equipment 
to the lunch program without disturbing the class- 
room activities. 

Book shelves and additional bulletin boards were con- 
structed at the West School in both the primary and 
upper grades rooms. These shelves permit the display 
of and make reference books easily available to the 
children who are being taught to work with a minimum 
of help from each other and the teacher. The bulletin 
boards make it possible to display the children’s work, 
to encourage not only the owner of the displayed ma- 
terial but his fellow pupils to improve upon the same. 

The Parent-Teacher Associations of East and West 
continue to do an excellent job in conducting and im- 
proving the school lunch program. At the East School 
they have hung curtains to exclude the dust from the 
wood pile and the remainder of the basement. At the 
West School they have installed an hot water tank and 
a double white enamelled sink, complete with a mixing 
faucet and drain boards in the lunch room kitchen. 

Electric clocks have been placed in every classroom. 
An accurate clock is very helpful in adhering to the 
daily time schedule for classwork. These clocks can be 
transferred to the new school, when it is built. Iron 
clean outs have been installed in the chimneys at West 
and East Schools. All chimneys were cleaned out by the 
brick mason. 

The insurance carried on your school buildings is ~ 
shown in a table to give the present arrangements in 
a concise statement.

There is also a liability policy which covers acci- 
dents resulting in bodily injury. The limits are 
$5,000.00 coverage for each person and 510,000.00 for 
any one accident. The premium for this is $30.00 per 
year. The insurance agent has informed me that this 
policy can be written only for one year at a time. The 
liability policy and the insurance requests include the 
cost of their renewal. 

Desk and chair combinations were purchased this 
past year to replace the least serviceable of the avail- 
able units. Group recitation chairs were purchased for 
the primary room at the West School. This type of 
equipment is needed in the primary room at the East 
School but lack of room prevents its use. 


The financial report has several features which 
should be called to your attention. In the balance in 
the elementary school account, there are four contin- 
gent accounts. One of the teachers has requested that 
her salary be paid on the basis of 52 weeks rather than 
the usual 36 week plan. Should this teacher elect to 
revert to the 36 week plan there would be due her 
$261.63, which she has already earned, on the next pay- 
roll after the request was received. There is also a 
total of $37.80 in Federal taxes and $37.92 teacher re- 
tirement funds which have been withheld and are due 
for the month of January. 


In addition to the foregoing, there is a reserve fund 
of $425.00 held out for sick leave and emergency leave 
payments for the teaching staff. These payments are 
based upon sick leave of 10 days in any one year and 
limited to a cumulative total of 20 days in 2 years or 
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more thereafter. The emergency leave is set up for 
death in the immediate family of the teacher. This 
plan prevents a teacher from feeling compelled to teach, 
because of loss of pay, when she has an infectious ill- 
ness or when a member of her immediate family is seri- 
ously ill. Up to the present time the teaching staff has 
been free from illness and has been fortunate in not 
being eligible to use the emergency leave benefit. Our 
Baldwin teachers take pride in the fact that this privi- 
lege has not been used to date and that this record is 
being jealously guarded. 

These contingent funds total $762.35, which when 
subtracted from the gross balance of $1,244.78, leave 
a net balance of $482.45. 

There are also outstanding orders against the books 
and supplies balance. , ) 

There are outstanding bills of approximately $38.00 
against the balance in the repair and insurance ac- 
counts. 

The high school tuition account has a large balance 
because certain schools which high school students 
from Baldwin attend did not raise their tuition rates 
to the legal maximum they are entitled to charge under 
the new legislation passed by the 94th legislature. Had 
they done so, this account would have been overdraft- 
ed by approximately $90.00. The present budget as- 
sumes that these schools will not raise their rates next | 
year. If they do increase their tuition rates and the 
number of students from Baldwin remains the same or 
the number increases, then more money would be need- 
ed for high school tuition than is asked for in the 
budget for the fiscal year 1950-51. 

The total budget requests for 1950-51 are $1,450.00 
less than last year. 

Some of the repair and renovation and insurance. 
needs which should be considered for the fiscal year 
1950-1951 are: 
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1. One coat of outside paint on the exterior of the 
West School. 

2. Portable chalkboard for the North School. 

3. Renewal of expiring fire and accident insurance 
policies. 

4. Bulletin boards for the North School. 

5. Moveable furniture for the grammar grades. 

6. Window screens for all the schools. 

7. Storm windows for all the schools. 

8. Additional fluorescent light in lunchroom at 
West School. 

9. Sand table in primary room at the West School. 

10. Service the heating plants and toilets for the 
school year 1950-51. 

11. Erection of flagpole at the North School. 

The following appropriations are requested and rec- 
ommended by your superintending school committee 
for the fiscal year 1950-51.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending 
School Committee, and Citizens of Baldwin: 


I am pleased to submit my report as supervisor of 
music for the past year. © 


- Plans for the study of music in grades one through 
eight is very much in the same as of the previous year, 
namely ; the five-point program, singing, dancing, play- 
ing, creating and listening. 

The primary grades, one through four, have three 
divisions. The first, singing rote songs, singing games 
and simple folk dances. The second continues this 
work and in addition is given a music book and taught 
to follow the words along with the music, thus paving 
the way for reading readiness in the third division. 
The third division learns the song by rote, then taught 
to read and sing the same song by syllables and pitch 
names. They are also taught to recognize a few of the 
thirteen major keys. 


Since North Baldwin has only the primary group, 
these children have the same divisions as I have previ- 
ously mentioned and are doing the same work as the 
primary groups at East and West, because of more 
time being made available by transferring the older 
pupils to the East School. 


The grammar rooms with grades five through eight 
are in one division. It is the aim of the music depart- 
ment to attain two and three part singing. This the 
pupils are doing. They are also preparing a note book 
on music theory. Rhythmics and folk dancing are in 
the schedule of instruction for these grades. 

Christmas programs were given by the pupils. A 
Spring Festival of “Song and Dance” will be given at 
West Baldwin Grange Hall at the close of the spring 
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term of school, with East, North and West Schools 
participating. Having experienced chilling weather 
for the past two “Out-of-Doors” Festivals, it has been 
thought a wise plan to hold the festival this year in- 
doors. The proceeds from these festivals, after ex- 
penses are paid, are divided between the three schools. 

We hope to acquire a few more books this year to 
help complete the set of new Music Horizons books for 
every pupil. 

Parents and friends of the pupils are cordially in- 
vited to visit the music classes at any time. Wednesday 
is my regular visitation day and I should be most 
happy to see you on that day. 

To the teachers of Baldwin, I extend my sincere 
thanks for their fine co-operation, their interest and 
assistance with the work throughout the year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSE, 1951 


BALDWIN 


In considering the many factors that may contribute 
to the health of the community, it is essential to relate 
the health program to the needs of both children and 
adults. However, realizing that childhood is the active 
period in the developmental process both emotional and 
physical, more emphasis has been placed on work with 
children. 


In June a community-wide immunization program 
was completed with the following number receiving pro- 
tection: 


Smallpox, 106 
Diphtheria, AT 
Whooping cough, AT 
Tetanus, A 


Three Child Health Conferences for infant and pre- 
school children were held during the summer months 
with 37 children in attendance. Seven received protec- 
tion against smallpox and eleven against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus. The importance of con- 
tinuous medical supervision for infants and pre-schools 
is unquestioned and it is to be hoped that mothers are 
taking their babies to the family physician for general 
health supervision. Child Health Conferences the year 
round might solve this problem for some parents. It 
may be possible in the future to estabiish such a pro- 
gram. 

Home visits have been made to expectant and new 
mothers to help the family to carry out specific medical 
advice as to maternal hygiene and infant care. 

Visits have been made to homes of children with orth- 
opedic or heart defects to acquaint the family with the 
resources available. 
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In some instances parents were referred to the Mental 
Hygiene Clinic for consultation regarding a recognized 
emotional problem existing within the home. During 
the past few years there has been a rapidly increasing 
recognition of problems of mental and emotional health. 
In the process of “growing up” it is necessary for a child 
to learn to get along with himself and others and we 
have learned that the relationships surrounding him 
have much to do with his emotional attitudes. 


Plans for the coming year include audiometer testing 
in the schools. This machine for testing the hearing of 
the children is used every two years. This was used in 
your schools last year. 


Health is one of the greatest of all needs and a good 
community health program is certainly desirable. How- 
ever, co-operative planning is necessary to a well bal- 
anced program and we do need an organized group, 
representative of various sections here in Baldwin. An 
organized group of men and women in community health 
can do much toward promoting and improving it. 


Let us hope that the coming year will see such a group 
active in your town. 


I wish to thank the committee that has given their 
valuable assistance at those activities held and the town 
officials for their co-operation.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


(Fiscal Year Ending January 1, 1952) 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Baldwin: 

It is a pleasure to submit my second annual report as 
your superintendent of schools and to discuss for you 
some of the problems and plans relating to the educa- 
tion of the youth of this community. The topics to re- 
ceive consideration include the consolidated elementary 
school, personnel and school population data, school 
lunch programs, a writing system and budget informa- 
tion. 


CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL 

The action taken by the town at the annual meeting 
in 1951 seems to have been a mandate for positive steps 
to be taken towards the planning of a new elementary 
school. The building committee elected at that time 
consists of Donald T. Flint, chairman; Norman Berry, 
Fred Doughty, Gordon Milliken, Chase Parker, Harrison 
Wood and Roy Wood. 

This group as a whole has spent considerable time 
and effort in trying to clarify the issues and make it pos- 
sible for the town to take whatever further action it de- 
sires. Although there have been occasional setbacks it 
is my sincere belief that the evidence suggests that 
definite progress is being made. Among other things, 
the building committee has been in consultation with an 
architect and proposes to ask for bids in time to present 
a definite cost figure for you to consider at the 1952 
annual town meeting. Meanwhile, the selectmen are 
wrestling with the legal entanglements which have 
arisen in connection with the proposed building site and 
it is hoped that those wrinkles will be ironed out in time 
for a definite statement when the March meeting con- 
venes. 
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PERSONNEL AND ENROLLMENT 


There were no faculty changes in Baldwin this year. 
All teachers received the same assignments as for the 
previous year with one minor exception: the North 
School houses grade five this year in addition to the 
first four grades. This move was necessitated because 
of the overcrowded conditions at the East School. The 
situation is still unsatisfactory and threatens to become 
even more serious. The congestion is readily explained 
by the enroliment increases during the past two years. 
In 1949 there were 108 pupils, whereas in 1950 there 
were 120, and this year there are 135. 


The following chart shows pupil distribution and 
enrollment comparisons:

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SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAMS 


It was an important financial boost to these programs 
when the town appropriated $300.00 to help defray the 
costs for cooks. Financial obligations beyond the appro- 
priation are assumed by the P. T. A. groups representing 
the respective schools. The East School program is 
supervised by Mrs. Barbara Warren and the cook is Mrs. 
Eva Hoyt. At the West School, Mrs. Olive Brown is 
supervisor and Mrs. Olive Sanborn is cook. 


The appropriation request for school lunches for next 
year has been increased to $375.00. This will allow 
$150.00 for each of the programs now in operation and 
will make $75.00 available for the North School if one 
can be inaugurated there. Also, there is to be an article 
in the town warrant to construct kitchen facilities at the 
North School. Of course, the latter action will be un- 
necessary if the consolidated school building is given 
the green light. 


I take this opportunity to express thanks and ap- 
preciation to those who give so generously of their time 
and effort to make the school lunch programs possible. 


RINEHART WRITING SYSTEM 


Another special article in the town warrant is a rec- 
ommendation of $350.00 for a writing system. To make 
a long story short, your support of such an appropria- 
tion would give the local schools the advantages of the 
services of a writing supervisor on a part time basis 
which larger school systems get with a full time instruc- 
tor. I will risk your displeasure to the extent of predict- 
ing that if you vote for the Rinehart System to be start- 
ed next September the results will be so satisfactory 
within six months that you will feel that the action was 
entirely justified. Further elaboration will be given at 
town meeting time if you so desire.

FINANCIAL REPORT AND BUDGET 


A. To set the stage for a discussion of the town’s 
school finances, the following actualities are called to 
your attention: 


B. 


1. The expenses as listed in the town report 
are for the period from January 1, 1951, through 
December 31, 1951. 

2. The unexpended balances as of December 
351, 1951, have to be used to operate the schools 
for the period from January 1, 1952, through 
February 29, 1952. By the latter date, the bal- 
ances appearing in the town report will have been 
depleted to a considerable extent. 

3. The 1952 appropriation requests are to 
cover the school expenses for the period from 
March 1, 1952, through February 28, 1953. 


The school budget for the ensuing year is based 


on estimated expenditures of $19,925.00 for the elemen- 
tary schools and $5,650.00 for high school tuition. These 
figures represent a total cost of $25,575.00, or an in- 
crease of approximately $3,430.00 over last year. The 
increase is explained as follows: 
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About $600.00 for salary increases previ- 
ously granted, but which will be reflected 
for a full year for the first time in next 
year’s costs, 6 600.00 
About $250.00 for increased maintenance 
costs including fuel, utilities, janitors’ sup- 
plies, and books and supplies, | 250.00 
Insurance policies to be renewed, 500.00 
The repairs and equipment costs last year 
totaled the unusually low figure of about 
$200.00; a $400.00 increase is expected, 400.00 
School lunch programs will reflect a full 
year’s cost for the first time next year, 
showing an increase of about 250.00 
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6. High school tuition rates will be higher and 

we anticipate an increase in the number of 

students attending high school. This means 
about $1,430.00 extra, 1,430.00 
$3,430.00 

C. This increased cost can be met by an appropria- 
tion increase of only $600.00. This apparent discrep- 
ancy of nearly $3,000.00 can be explained roughly as 
follows: 

1. Part of last year’s appropriation had to 
offset a deficit of about $1,000.00 for the year 
previous to that. (See page 42, item 4a, of last 
year’s town report.) None of this year’s appro- 
priation will have to be used in that manner, thus 
a net gain of approximately $1,000.00 is in evi- 
dence. 

2. The unexpended balance as of December 
31, 1951, is about $2,000.00 greater than the un- 
expended balance of December 31, 1950. 

These two items, then, show why the town is asked 
to raise but $600.00 more money even though antici- 
pated costs are more than $3,000 higher. 

The appropriation requests showing comparisons over 
a three year period are itemized for your convenience 
as follows: (Note: for the ensuing year, the music ap- 
propriations are included in the amounts for mainte- 
nance and books and supplies.)

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending School 
Committee, and Citizens of Baldwin: | 

I am pleased to submit my report as supervisor of 
music for the past year. 

As in previous years, the five-point program, namely ; 
singing, playing, dancing, creating and listening is be- 
ing carried out, with one exception, according to a pro- 
gressive plan. | 

Due to the crowded conditions at the East School, 
folk dancing activity has been omitted this year. We 
even lack sufficient room for the classes to march and 

this is considered a very important work in rhythmic 
study ; however, this situation will be corrected with the 
new school “set-up”, if and when it materializes. 

In the primary rooms at the East, West, and North 
Schools, there are three classes in music. Grades one 
and two sing rote songs and learn to follow the words 
and music. Grades three and four learn to read music 

by pitch names and syllables. 


‘xt 
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The curriculum for the grammar grades include ad- 
vanced training with syllables and the study of music 
theory. Two and three part music is being studied and 
sung by the pupils of the East and West Schools. They 
are doing very good work. 


Last spring, a group of pupils from the East and West 
Schools attended the Western Maine Music Festival held 
in Portland, Maine, and sang three selections, doing a 
very commendable piece of work. It is our aim to enter a 
group again this year. The place, Lewiston, Maine, and 
the date May 3rd. 


The matter of transportation is always a problem for 
groups. If parents and friends, having cars, would give 
the schools a lift, I’m sure it would be greatly appre- 
ciated and well worth one’s time to attend one of these 
State Festivals. 


Christmas programs and parties were given in all the 
schools. There will be other programs given at the end 
of the spring term. 


New books have been purchased to complete sets of 
the New Music Horizons series and Community Song 
Books have been placed in the grammar rooms at East 
and West Schools. 


The fine co-operation, interest and assistance which 
the teachers are giving, is very gratifying and I extend 
my sincere thanks.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSE-1952 


The extent to which the functions of the Public 
Health Nurse may serve your community depends 
largely upon the degree to which the community has 
developed interest and co-operation in the Public Health 
Service. It does not seem that the circumstances during 
1952 have been favorable to any great degree of pro- 
gress. We know that cooperative planning is necessary 
to any well balanced program and this is true of a com- 
munity health program. An organized group represen- 
tative of all sections of Baldwin would be of immeasur- 
able help in guiding and supporting health plans. Who 
is better able to make sound decisions and interpret the 
town’s needs better than its own citizens? 

An immunization clinic was held this past year to 
which all members of the community were invited.. 
Twenty received protection against smallpox and twen- 
ty eight against diphtheria, whooping cough, and te- 
tanus. Is it possible that a high percent of the popula- 
tion is protected and the time spent at clinic would be 
better placed on some other activity? Is it time for a 
survey in re’ation to number in community who are 
immunized? An organized Health Council would be able 
to answer these questions.

During the past year visits have been made to ex- 
pectant and new mothers, to help the family carry out 
specific medical advice as to maternal hygiene and in- 
fant care. 


The newborn period is an important time in every 
baby’s life. The nurse can be of service in demonstrating 
care to the mother and in observing abnormal condi- 
tions or moderate deviations from normal which should 
be called to the doctor’s attention. 


Visits have been made to children with orthopedic or 
heart defects in order to acquaint the family with the 
resources available. Too, home visits to school children 
and to adults to give heaith supervision have been made. 


Plans for this year included using the audiometer to 
test the hearing of those children in the fourth grade 
and acove. However, it seemed better to extend this 
planning until all children would be together in one 
school. Definite plans will now be made for the hear- 
ing tests in February or March. 


Let us hope that the coming year will find an organ- 
ized group in your community who wiil set up a long 
range program which will include pians for Child Heaith 
Conferences as well as a weil balanced school health 
program. 

I take this opportunity to thank those persons who 
in any way assisted with the program ast year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


(Fiscal Year Ending December 31, 1952) 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Baldwin: 

I am pleased to submit my third annual report as 
your superintendent of schools, and to discuss for you 
the following items: Faculty, Enrollment, Handwriting, 
School Lunch Program, Consolidated School, and Budg- 
et Data for the ensuing year. 

At the conclusion of this report you will find the 
financial statement for the past year and the report of 
the supervisor of music. 

FACULTY 

To have and to hold good teachers during this period 
of teacher shortage will be a saving grace for many 
communities. It is difficult for people to realize that the 
teacher supply is short when their schools re-open 
regularly each fall with a full quota of teachers. How- 
ever, we.are not interested in having a teacher in every 
classroom; we are interested in having a capable, effi- 
cient and well-trained teacher in every classroom. 

When we consider that 752 teachers were lost to the 
State of Maine last summer, and consider that the last 
week in August, 1952, more than 175 vacancies still 
existed in Maine, and consider that conservative esti- 
mates indicate that Maine colleges will graduate 250 
elementary teachers this coming June to meet the de- 
mand for 600 new teachers, we begin to understand 
some of the talk about the crisis in the teacher supply 
situation. 

For these, and other reasons, it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to find qualified candidates when vacan- 
cies occur. The State and every community have the 
joint responsibility of doing everything possible to 
solve the immediate and long range problems of teacher 
supply. 
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The local situation is favorable at the moment. The 
four teachers who returned and the newly employed | 
Mrs. Maxine Pierce are all doing commendable work. 

Mrs. Pierce began the year as teacher of the primary 
grades in East Baldwin and was assigned to grades 2 
and 3 in the new building. Mrs. Louise Gray, primary 
grade teacher in West Baldwin, now has grades 1 and 2. 
Mrs. Muriel Hoyt, North Baldwin teacher of grades 1 
through 6 has been reassigned to grades 4 and 5. Mrs. 
Ida Ward, who was principal at West Baldwin and 
teacher of grades 5 through 8, is now teacher of grades 
7 ana 8. Mrs. Gladys Cartret is principal of the Con- 
solidated School and has the 6th grade room. She for- 
merly was principal at East Baldwin and teacher of 
grades 5 through 8. 

ENROLLMENTS 

The elementary school population has fluctuated to 
such an extent over a three year period, it is difficult 
to determine a trend in the enrollment. In brief, there 
was a sharp increase in the number of pupils last year, 
and an even sharper decrease this year. No prediction 
will be attempted for next year. 

Inasmuch as it has become a policy to give enroll- 
ments as of December the first each year, the following 
chart is based on the situation that existed before mov- 
ing into the new building. The totals are compared with 
those of the previous two years:

Of the 26 students enrolled this year, 6 are seniors. 
We have 11 eighth graders, giving a potential enroll- 
ment of 31 for next year. It is estimated that there will 
be 2 drop-outs, leaving a net figure of 29. The high 
school tuition budget is based on this number. 


HANDWRITING 

In response to a special article in the town warrant 
last year, it was voted to raise and appropriate $350.00 
for the Rinehart Writing System. That was done with 
the understanding that the town would be given an op- 
portunity in 1953 to vote whether or not to continue 
said program, The plan has been in effect for the rela- 
tiveiy short period of about five months. It will have to 
stand on its own merits. Those of you who have ob- 
served the results of the Rinehart method are best 
qualified to testify as to its worthwhileness. As agreed, 
there will be a special article in the town warrant 
again this year, but the amount has been reduced to 
$300.00 due to consolidation. 


SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 
The type A hot lunch program was begun as soon as 
the classes moved into the new school. The joint P. T. 
A.’s elected Mrs. Olive Brown as supervisor and Mrs. 


Ada McKenney as cook. Mrs. Brown also assists in the 
kitchen. 
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Experience with other school lunch programs indi- 
cates that the twenty cents per meal being charged, plus 
the United States Department of Agriculture subsidy 
of six and a half cents per meal and surplus commodi- 
ties furnished therefrom, wil just about defray the cost 
of supplies for the program. This means that the length 
of time the program can be operated depends almost 
entirely on the amount of money raised by the town to 
pay the labor costs of $40.00 per week. 


The school department budget requests an appropri- 
ation of $400.00 for school lunches. The decision as to 
the amount of financial support to give the program is, 
of course, one for the town to make. Mrs. Brown will 
attempt to have costs and estimates figured as care- 
fully as possible by town meeting time in order to give 
you the most accurate data possible. 


CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL 
Elsewhere in the town report you will find a record of 
the details relating to the construction of the new 
building, as submitted by the chairman of the building 
committee. However, it is desired to make a few ob- 
servations in this report. 


Many persons have contributed in various ways 
towards the planning and construction of the new 
school. Any attempt to single out individuals for spe- 
cial commendation would likely result in the uninten- 
tional slighting of one or more persons. However, ac- 
knowledgment should be made of Dr. Richard F’. Chase’s 
efforts in behalf of the consolidated school. 

It is also in order to mention three groups whose co- 
operative efforts greatly facilitated the work necessary 
for making the school become a reality, namely: the 
Building Committee; the town officials—Selectmen and 
Treasurer; and the Superintending School Committee. 
These three groups have met separately and jointly 
many times to deal with the problems of the school. 
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The interest and support as shown by others too nu- 
merous to mention have been greatly appreciated, and 
last, but decidedly not least of whom, are the taxpayers 
themselves. 


The town as a whole can rightfully be proud of the 
achievement known as the Baldwin Consolidated School. 


BUDGET DATA 


The school budget for the ensuing year shows an 
anticipated increase of $3,800.00 in expenses and an 
appropriation increase of $2,325.00. The apparent dis- 
crepancy is due to unexpended balances that will make 
up part of the difference, plus the fact that the writing 
appropriation is in a separate article. 

Some of the larger expenditure increase estimates 
are indicated as follows: fuel, $410.00; janitor, cleaning 
and supplies, $540.00; conveyance, $560.00; utilities, 
$200.00; repairs and equipment, $480.00; insurance, 
250.00; and high school tuition, $1,415.00.

MUSIC REPORT FOR BALDWIN 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending 
School Committee and Citizens of Baldwin, I Sub- 
mit the Following Music Report: 


It certainly is a privilege and a pleasure to teach 
music in such a beautiful, modern and nicely equipped 
new school building, as you have made possible in your 
town. It truly is a dream in reality and surely the pride 
of both pupils and teachers. 

The acoustics are most pleasing and satisfying in the 
rooms and auditorium. To the person who planned this 
unit please accept, from the music department, a com- 
pliment. 

The organs and piano were moved from their last re- 
spective school buildings and placed in some of the 
rooms for the convenience of the teachers. On visita- 
tion day for the supervisor of music, all classes except 
one, come into the auditorium for their work. The one 
exception is grades four and five. As they have an in- 
strument in their home room it seems quite unneces- 
sary to move this class. If at any time, however, we 
need more room for extra activity the change will be 
made. 

Mrs. Cartret has charge of the daily work in music 
for grades six, seven and eight. The sixth grade sings 
as a complete unit, while grades seven and eight sing 
together. Two and three part music is enjoyed by these 
grades. Music theory and appreciation are being studied. 
Rhythmics and folk dancing will be given now that 
room for such is available. 
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Mrs. Hoyt teaches the music for grades. four and five. 
At present the class is singing as a unit. Later it may 
seem necessary to divide the class. I am watching this 
class very closely. Two-part music is the goal. Before 
school comes to a close we are hoping to have achieved 
this new experience. 


Mrs. Pierce and Mrs. Gray have grades one, two and 
three, with a division in grade two. Rote songs, learning 
to follow words and notes (syllable reading for grade 
three), singing games and simple folk dances are be- 
ing taught and enjoyed. It seems wonderful to have 
ample room for such activity. 


A piano fund is growing to purchase a piano for the 
auditorium. It will be a used instrument but with care- 
ful planning and proper investigation a committee can 
secure a very nice one both in tone production and ap- 
:earance. The sum of sixty-seven doliars has been raised 
as of tnis cate. 


A program will be given by the pupils sometime dur- 
ing the spring term of school. We hope you will all come, 
as we are going to give you our best to show our appre- 
ciation for the new school building. 


For the fine co-operation, interest and assistance 
which the teachers give from week to week I extend 
my sincere thanks. May I also extend my thanks to 
Mir. Webber for his help and assistance.

BLISTER RUST 
Selectmen of Baldwin, 
Baldwin, Maine. 
Dear Sirs: 

I am pleased to furnish you with a report on the 
white pine blister rust control work performed in Bald- 
win this year. 

We completed the coverage of the town and no fur- 
ther work will be necessary for a few years. We cov- 
ered 11,788 acres to protect 8,072 acres of pine, most 
of which is young growing stock. We found and de- 
stroyed 2,171 wild currant and gooseberry bushes and 
65 cultivated bushes. To do this work we spent $393.60 
of Town of Baldwin funds and $351.15 of federal 
funds, in addition all transportation was furnished by 
the federal government.

In general the area where the most bushes were 
found and where the most infection occurred was in 
that corner of the town near South East Pond. In that 
area I recommend that five years hence in 1958 that 
about 1,500 acres be closely rechecked. Other areas 
of the town can probably safely go until 1963, at which 
time the rest of the town should be carefully looked 
over. 

I wish to express my appreciation to you and to 
the townspeople for the cooperation we received in this 
work.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE — 1953 


During the past year, Baldwin has continued to sup- 
port a Public Health Nursing Program in which service 
was given by the nurse to the individual family and 
community. 

Some families have been contacted by the nurse at 
the request of the family physician with definite rec- 
ommendations made by him and other families have 
come to the attention of the nurse through routine 
visits. 

Visits have been made to instruct mothers and pros- 
pective mothers in the hygiene of maternity and infan- 
cy and in some instances to demonstrate care. 


Visits have been made to children with orthopedic or 
heart defects in order to acquaint the family with the 
resources available. As always, we are anxious to direct 
parents to the community and State resources which 
may assist them in obtaining necessary help, such 
as the Crippled Children’s and Cardiac Clinics held 
under the direction of the State. 

Too, home visits have been made to assist parents 
to secure competent medical care on health problems 
discussed at school. 

In February, 72 school children were tested with the 
audiometer for any hearing loss. It is planned to use 
the audiometer in the school every two years for those 

children in the fourth grade and above. 

In November, Dr. DiBiaso, Health Officer, assisted Ke 
the nurse held the first in a series of Immunization 
Clinics. At this clinic, 39 pre-school and school children 
received booster doses of diphtheria, tetanus and whoop- 
ing cough and 32 were vaccinated or re-vaccinated 
against smallpox. The series of clinics will be com- 
pleted in January. 
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Realizing that the Child Health Conference has shown 
itself to be an effective means of providing health su- 
pervision for those infants, and pre-schocl not under 
private care, plans have been made to hold monthly 
conferences starting the latter part of February or the 
Ist of March and continuing through the summer 
months if the attendance will warrant it. 


It is also a recognized fact that a well rounded school 
health program provides a physical examination for 
each child at least four times during his school life, if 
he is not being checked by his family physician. It is 
most desirable that parents be present, as this provides 
an excellent opportunity for conference with the doctor, 
nurse, and sometimes the teacher regarding the child’s 
welfare. 


In planning ahead, let us hope that such a program 
may be made possible in Baldwin.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending December 31, 1953 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Baldwin: 

In submitting the annual report of the superinten- 
dent of schools it is proposed to discuss briefly several 
items which it is believed to be of interest to you. 

The faculty remained intact for the start of the 
school year last September. However, Mrs. Louise 
Gray was granted a leave of absence following the re- 
cent Christmas vacation and Mrs. Etta Bradeen of 
Cornish has been assigned as her substitute. 

The enrollment totals in the elementary grades con- 
tinue to follow an irregular pattern with no definite 
trend to be determined. 

The number of high school students has remained 
relatively stable for three years, but the indications are 
for a sizeable increase next year. 

The following tables are presented to show teachers, 
grade assignments and enrollments. The data is as of 


December first, annually.

During the first year of occupancy, the Consolidated 
School has been supplied with auditorium chairs, stage 
curtains, a liquid duplicator, a floor machine, an addi- 
tional piano, lunch trays and miscellaneous playground 
equipment. Some of the funds for these things were 
made available through the generosity of many citizens 
who gave donations, and the efforts of the P. T. A. 
These helps were sincerely appreciated. 

The major need for the coming year is improvement 
of the school grounds. A special article in the town 
warrant will afford an opportunity for the town to ex- 
press itself on this problem. 

Additional playground equipment is desirable. This 
item will also be covered by a special article. 

In the regular budget, there is an allowance towards 
the expenses of exchanging the school lunch electric 
range for a more sturdy type. It is anticipated that the 
balance of funds needed for this exchange will come 
partly from the sale of the present stove and partly 
from an accumulated balance in the school lunch ‘‘food”’ 
account. 

A new State Minimum Salary Schedule goes into 
effect in the fall of 1954, and will make it necessary to 
increase the pay of some teachers. A town failing to 
pay its teachers the required minimum has the amount 
of its delinquency deducted from the State Subsidy. 
This, obviously, is to make it unprofitable for a town 
to refuse to grant the stated increases. The State

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Apropos to the matter of teachers, salaries, etc., it 
can not be emphasized too strongly that capable, well- 
qualified, efficient teachers are becoming increasingly 
more difficult to obtain. 


Three items make it necessary to increase the ap- 
propriation request by nearly $3,000.00. Salary in- 
creases, a jump in tuition costs, and an anticipated ex- 
tension of the conveyance routes are the major factors 
affecting the budget needs, with tuition the largest 
single item. 


High School tuition is expected to cost $2,700.00 more 
than last year. This is due largely to the fact that of this 
year’s 27 high school students, only 5 are seniors, 
whereas there are 18 pupils in the present eighth grade. 
This shows a potential increase of 18 students next 
year. Higher tuition fees also affect this budget item.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


TOWN OF BALDWIN 
Fiscal Year Ending December 31, 1954 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Baldwin: 


It is a pleasure to submit my first annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 

There has been one change in faculty since last year. 
Mrs. Eleanor Clinch was elected to fill the vacancy cre- 
ated by the resignation of Mrs. Louise Gray. Mrs. 
Clinch, who received a Bachelor’s Degree from Gorham 
State Teachers College in 1954, has been filling this 
position very satisfactorily. 

Enrollments in the consolidated school continue ap- 
proximately the same as last year. There has been an 
increase of nine tuition pupils attending high schools 
this year, and we face a potential net increase of eleven 
more next year than are attending high schools cur- 
rently. This is a result of two consecutive eighth grade 
classes which are triple the number of seniors being 
eraduated. Enrollment distribution tables for a period 
of three years are given below for your attention. These 
figures are as of December first, annually.

~ Improvements effected this past year include land- 
scaping, anew commercial gas range for the noon lunch 
kitchen, and construction of a utility table for each 
classroom. The landscaping consisted of the installa- 
tion of the walks and drives, seeded areas for lawn 
Space, and considerable work pointed at improvement of 
the large play areas at the side and rear of the school. 
The play areas will need additional improvement in the 
ensuing year, but no appropriation is proposed. It is 
hoped that the existing balance of $988 in the landscape 
account will prove sufficient for this purpose. 

There are several factors affecting the school budget 
which I wish to bring to your attention. Although the 
total appropriation increase proposed for this year is 
but $130, some particular items of cost have changed 
much more drastically than this. A considerable in- 
crease in the costs of high school tuition and of instruc- 
tional costs, and a minor increase in conveyance costs 
are anticipated. Offsetting these is a larger unexpend- 
ed balance, and an anticipated increase of educational 
subsidy funds from the state. The school department’s 
estimate of state subsidy is based on the existing law, 
although there is always the possibility that this may 
be revised upward or downward by action of the cur- 
rent legislature. 

It should be of interest to the citizens to note that al- 
though the average statewide valuation increase of last 
December was 115%, the state valuation increase of 
Baldwin was but 92%. This should be a favorable fac- 
tor for the Town of Baldwin when these revised 1954 


state valuations affect the subsidy formula two years 
hence.

Certainly parents and citizens who will continue to de- 
mand competent teachers for their children will need to 
be attentive to the end that salaries and teaching con- 
ditions will be adequate to attract and hold the quality 
of teachers they expect.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending School 
Committee and Citizens of Baldwin: 
I submit the following report. 


Rote songs are used in grade one. Singing games and 
playing rhythm band instruments are also enjoyed. 
Grades two and three learn to follow the words and 
music and are given rhythmic drills. Syllable reading is 
begun at the third grade level. 


In these grades, especially, there are always voices 
off pitch, a natural physical thing and one that can be 
helped by singing a lot with pupils who sing correctly 
or on pitch. Eventually one by one they will usually 
sing on pitch. 

Grades four and five are doing their usual good work. 
They have started two-part singing and are improving 
with each week’s work. 

Grades six, seven and eight are singing together this 
year. Three and four-part music is the goal for these 
grades and they are doing very good work. They come 
to the auditorium for this class. Music theory is studied 
and records are enjoyed. 

Last May a group from these grades went to the 
western Maine Music Festival in Auburn and sang. 
They brought home an “EXCELLENT” on their rating 
sheet. While we still have a group in these grades doing 
fine choral work, they will not go to the Festival this 
year because of a ruling by the Association excluding 
all pupils under the 7th grade in the choral units. 

This ruling was made to cut down on the attendance 
because the Festival was getting too large for any town 
or city to manage. The attendance last year was nearly 
seven thousand. 

The pupils will give programs this spring, they invite 
you to attend and hope you will be pleased with their 
efforts.

Tuesday is the day for my weekly visit with the pu- 
pils for music work. I enjoy very much working with 
them and their teachers. If you can visit any of the 


music classes at any time, you will be most cordially 
welcome. 


The school received from Mrs. Pierce a library of rec- 
cords, most of which are the Classics and valuable to 
own. The school is a most fortunate recipient and wish- 
es to extend many thanks to Mrs. Pierce for this library.

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REPORT OF PUELIC HEALTH NURSE 


1954 

Public health nursing programs have expanded to the 
stage where understanding and participation by the 
people in the community are very necessary in order to 
continue. A program may be provided but is of little 
value unless understood and used. 

It was very pleasing to note the number of mothers 
in Baldwin who apparently felt the Child Health Con- 
ference to be of value. During the three conferences 
held, Dr. Mahoney and Dr. DiBiaso gave physical exam- 
inations to 96 infants and pre-school children. Twenty- 
six were immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus and 30 were vaccinated against smallpox. 
It is through these conferences that many children are 
given their start toward a healthy life. 

In January, the last in a series of immunization clin- 
ics was held at the school where 19 children received 
protection against diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus. Audiometer tests will be done this coming year 
to discover children who have any hearing loss. In some 
cases early care may prevent further damage. 

One of the basic services brought to you by your 
nurse is home visiting. This provides the best oppor- 
tunity to help any member of the family with a health 
problem. The kind and amount of help wanted varies 
greatly. The nurse can be of service in demonstrating 
eare to the mother and in observing abnormal condi- 
tions. These should be called to the doctor’s attention 
whether it be regarding her infant, school child or an 
aged person in the home. 

We cannot afford to overlook the rapidly increasing 
recognition of problems of mental and emotional health. 
In the process of growing up, it is necessary for a child 
to learn to get along with himself and others and we 
have learned that the relationships surrounding him 
have much to do with his emotional attitude. 
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Crippled children’s clinics and cardiac clinics are 
sponsored by the State for the purpose of consultation 
and for the correction of handicaps. 


It is hoped that in the coming year a well-rounded 
school health program will be started which will pro- 
vide a physical examination for each child at least four 
times during his school life. An organized group work- 
ing together could bring this about as one of the steps 
toward making the community a healthy one. 


I take this opportunity to thank those persons who in 
any way assisted with the program last year.

OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending December 31, 1955 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Baldwin: 

It is a pleasure to submit my second annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 

There were no staff changes in the faculty since last 
year, although I regret to report that Mrs. Clinch is 
temporarily absent from her classroom duties for ma- 
ternity leave. Elementary enrollments show a slight 
decrease from last year, but there has been a consider- 
able percentage increase in the number of pupils at- 
tending secondary school. We must anticipate another 
increase in the number of pupils attending high school 
next year. 

Enrollment tables as of December first, annually, are 
shown below for a three-year period for your compari- 


son.

The wooden portions of the exterior of the building 
were painted last summer, and improvement of the 
seeded area of the grounds was continued. In addition, 
an area at the rear of the building was bulldozed and 
leveled to provide a girls’ softball field. Some additional 
work will have to be done on this new area, which should 
make a valuable contribution to the outdoor program. 
No appropriation is being asked for this purpose be- 
cause of the existing balance in the landscape account. 

A considerably increased total appropriation will be 
required to support the program outlined in the school 
department budget. The bulk of this increase is in high 
school tuition, where we anticipate a cost some $3,500.00 
greater than the cost for this year. Like last year, the 
reason is that the number of Baldwin pupils attending 
high school is in a period of rapid increase while the in- 
dividual tuition rates of the several high schools are in- 
creasing also.

A strange paradox exists in that while the nation en- 
joys its highest level of productivity local communities 
find it increasingly more difficult to support a sound 
school program from local property taxation. Although 
school costs are rising almost everywhere, statistics 
show that a decreasing percentage of the national gross 
product is devoted to education. This is generally con- 
sidered one of the basic reasons causing our current 
problems of teacher supply and finance. 

The cooperation of the people of Baldwin, and your 
interest in your schools, are commendable and deeply 
appreciated.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The interest which Baldwin has shown in the health 
of the community is certainly gratifying. Existing or- 
ganizations have worked to take care of the common 
health needs and the public health nursing service has 
been glad to assist in any way possible. The extent to 
which the functions of the nurse may serve you depends 
largely upon the community. 

Home visits are an essential part of each of the ser- 
vices which comprise a family health program. During 
the past year, some families have been visited at the 
request of the family physician with definite recom- 
mendations made by him and other families have come 
to the attention of the nurse through routine visits to 
infants. 

Children with ortheopedic or heart defects are visited 
to acquaint the family with resources available and to 
help with corrections of such defects. 

Again this year it was pleasing to note the number 
of mothers in Baldwin who apparently felt the child 
health conference to be of value. During the two con- 
ferences held during the summer the attending physi- 
cian gave physical examinations to 49 infants and pre- 
school children. Immunization against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, and smallpox was offered. 
Child health conferences provide an excellent oppor- 
tunity for medical health supervision of those children 
under six years of age who are not seen by a family 
physician. 
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The historic advance made in protection against po- 
liomyelitis has been of intense interest to all. In Octo- 
ber, 26 children in Baldwin received their second inocu- 
lation of the Salk vaccine. At the clinics which have 
been held, vaccine was offered only to those children in 
the first and second grades. However, in the coming 
year all children five years of age through fourteen 
years will be given the opportunity of receiving this 
protection. 


The well-being of the school child and his education 
for healthful living must be included in any well rounded 
program for family and community health. Last Feb- 
ruary your nurse attended a meeting of the local parent- 
teacher group and discussed the value of physical exam- 
inations in the school. In May that part of the school 
health program was realized. One grade received physi- 
cal examinations. The program will be continued in 
January and it is planned that selected grades will be 
done. By examining the same grades yearly, each child 
is assured an examination every three years. Parent 
participation is greatly to be desired as an excellent 
opportunity is provided for consultation with the doc- 
tor, nurse and teacher. There was nearly 100% parent 
participation at the examinations in May. 


Audiometer tests are planned for the coming year to 
discover children who have any hearing loss. Let us 
continue with the established programs and work for an 
expansion of the service. 


I take this opportunity to thank those persons who 
in any way assisted with the program last year.

I am glad to relate in this, my third annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools, that there have been no 
faculty changes the past year.

During October, 1956 the elementary children partici- 
pated in a mouth health education and dental decay 
prevention project for which a registered dental hy- 
gienist from the State Department of Health and Wel- 
fare was engaged.

The basic principles of mouth care were taught to 
approximately 125 children; 60 received mouth exam- 
-inations; and 40 commenced topical applications of 
sodium fluoride solution for decay prevention, nearly 
all completing the full series of 4 applications. Funds 
have been included in the school budget to continue the 
program next year. 

The girls’ softball area was completed, and it has 
proved to be a most valued and useful addition to the 
playground facilities. Screens have been installed on 
the movable portion of alternate windows, and picket 
fencing has been made by the custodian for the front 
lawns. The Parent-Teachers organization purchased a 
jungle-gym set and an additional set of swings, with 
the installation being done at town expense. Funds in 
the amount of $395 which the different rooms had 
earned was combined with $100 from the Baldwin 
School Fund to purchase a movie projector to round 
out the audio-visual program equipment. 

By way of comment pertinent to the school budget 
for the ensuing year, most of the increase in anticipated 
expenditures and in recommended appropriations is 
caused by high school tuition. Reference to the earlier 
enrollment tables will disclose that enrollment at the 
high school level has about doubled since 1954. In this 
same period of time the annual tuition rate has also 
increased considerably, reflecting the higher costs ex- 
perienced everywhere in financing educational pro- 
grams at all levels. 

A budget must be thought of in terms of purchasing 
goods and services. As long as we are in a rising econ- 
omy, it will undoubtedly be necessary to face an in- 
creased budget or else cut the quality and quantity of 
educational services rendered. Faced with this choice, 
towns are almost unanimously preserving or improving 
the level of educational program, albeit at greater cost. 
Comparative tables of appropriations and expenditures 
from the school department budget are provided for 
your study.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The public health nursing program as carried on in 
Baldwin includes all types of nursing visits to the home 
and school as well as participation in community health 
activities. As you know this past year much emphasis 
has been placed on protecting all children from polio- 
myelitis. The concentrated effort applied in that di- 
rection has curtailed other activities somewhat. 

In March and April the polio vaccine was offered to 
children from 5 years of age through 14 years. Fifty- 
nine children completed the two inoculations in April. 

In November an immunization clinic was held which 
ninety-three infants, preschool, and school children at- 
tended. Twenty-seven were vaccinated against small- 
pox and forty-nine children received booster doses of 
diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping cough serum. The 
remainder received their first inoculation against the 
latter and poliomyelitis. 

In December at the second immunization clinic six 
children received booster doses and twenty-six com- 
pleted their second polio inoculations. 

Plans have been made to hold a third clinic in Jan- 
uary to complete the protection started on some of the 
children in the two previous months. The booster 
dose for poliomyelitis will also be offered to all chil- 
dren who completed the two inoculations seven months 
or more previously. 

The physical examination which was started in the 
school last spring was continued. Twenty-four children 
were examined in January and thirty-two in April 
which completed the examinations scheduled for the 
last school year. Parent participation, although not 
100%, was excellent and I am sure that the examina- 
tions of the school children planned for January or 
February will show the same keen interest. I repeat 
that parent participation is greatly to be desired as an 
excellent opportunity is provided for consultation with 
the doctor, nurse, and teacher. 
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Some families have been visited in their homes dur- 
ing the year. Home visits, which are an important part 
of the nursing program, are made for many varied 
reasons. The visit provides an excellent opportunity 
to discuss with the parent any health problem, whether 
it be in relation to an infant, school child or an aged 
person in the home. 

It was a pleasure to learn of the fluorine program car- 
ried on in your town. It is always of interest to learn of 
any activity which helps in bringing good health to you 
and your family. 

Audiometer tests are planned for the coming year 
to discover children who have any hearing loss. Too, 
at least three child health conferences are planned for 
the summer months. 

I take this opportunity to thank those persons who 
in any way assisted with the program last year.

PROGRESS REPORT ON MOUTH HEALTH 
PROJECT 


To the School Board of Baidwin: 


A mouth health education project combined with a 
sodium fluoride application program has recently been 
completed in the Town of Baldwin. This project cov- 
ered a period of eight days. The purpose of such a 
program is to stimulate interest in better mouth health 
through education and to encourage prevention of 
dental decay by sodium fluoride applications, by more 
careful home care, and by establishing more correct 
dietary habits. It is also designed to encourage the 
child to visit the dentist at regular intervals. 

Particular age groups were offered a series of sodium 
fluoride applications for the partial prevention of anti- 
cipated tooth decay. This series consisted of four ap- 
plications of a mild solution of sodium fluoride, with 
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the first application preceded by a professional clean- 
ing. In addition, an examination of the child’s mouth 
was made with mouth mirror and explorer. At the 
time of examination, individual instruction was given 
with attention called to that particular aspect of the 
patient’s mouth that appeared to need more complete 
care for improvement of mouth health. Each child was 
supervised in toothbrushing technique and the appli- 
cation of it to his own mouth. This is a very important 
point. 

Research has proved that sodium fluoride applica- 
tions given two to seven days apart produce the maxi- 
mum protection to the teeth. Therefore, these appli- 
cations were staggered accordingly. Because they are 
staggered applications and it is only before the first 
one that any cleaning is given, it is important that the 
teeth be kept clean during the process, for even though 
this solution has a special affinity for the enamel of a 
tooth, it is doubtful that it can penetrate the “fuzz” 
found on a tooth neglected by brushing. We try to 
emphasize toothbrushing and generally speaking the 
children do very well. 

In addition to the grades receiving the applications, 
the first grade was examined for dental and habit de-. 
fects. These are the children who will be eligible in 
another year for the sodium fluoride applications. 

In order that the parents might know just where 
the children stand as regards dental health and future 
applications of sodium fiuoride, a report on each child. 
examined was sent home recommending home and den- 
tal care where necessary, and suggesting ages suitable 
for the child’s next series of applications. The ages of 
3, 7, 10 and 13 have been found to be the most suitable 
for the child to receive the fullest benefit from the ap- 
plications. It is at these ages that the teeth are found 
to be erupting in pairs and it is because most children 
in grades 2, 5 and 8 are these particular ages that 
these grades have become the most popular for the 
applications. 
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The total number of children who received the indi- 
vidual instruction and examination was 60. Of these, 
forty had sodium fluoride applications. Of the total 
number examined five had what is termed a clean 
mouth, one free from all stain, film, and food deposits. 
There were six who had all decay corrected and four 
who had no decay present nor had ever had any. 
Among those seen 8 claim they see their dentist reg- 
ularly, at least twice a year. A closer consideration of 
these facts means there are ten of the sixty examined 
we can say have a perfectly healthy mouth—one free 
from the need of dental attention of an immediate 
nature. 

It is apparent that there is a great deal that may be 
accomplished in Baldwin by continuance of this sort 
of program. In dentistry today the trend is toward 
prevention and it is a generally accepted fact that many 
things can be done to produce better teeth for this gen- 
eration. A good start has been made in Baldwin this 
year. Continued education of the children through 
classroom teaching, and through parent education will 
go far toward helping a community to better health 
through better mouth health. Reading and writing 
surely mean little if people cannot learn to care for 
their health and care for themselves. Health certainly 
appears to belong in the classroom. 

Many communities have adopted the idea of giving 
three year olds the sodium fluoride applications. The 
younger the child, the better or more easily established 
the health habit. The younger the child, the sooner the 
protection from the applications. The young child is 
generally accompanied by a parent who at this time 
can be given a good many hints as to what can be done 
to prevent decay. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank everyone 
for cooperating so well and for helping the program to 
run so smoothly. The program was well planned and 
well executed. Working in Baldwin was very pleasant.

During the past year a dental hygienist from the 
State Department of Health and Welfare devoted 9 days 
to working with elementary and pre-school children to 
promote mouth health. 


A total of 46 school children had sodium fluoride solu- 
tion applied to their erupted teeth for the partial pre- 
vention of dental decay.

OF SCHOOLS 
Fiscal Year Ending December 31, 1957 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Baldwin: 

It is a pleasure to make my fourth annual report as 
superintendent of schools, and to discuss with you per- 
tinent aspects of the educational program of Baldwin, 
with particular reference to the future scope of the ele- 
mentary program. 

THE SINCLAIR BILL 

The Ninety-Highth Legislature, in regular and special 
session, has enacted into law what promises to be the 
most far-reaching and important educational legisla- 
tion in Maine since 1893, at which time local school 
districts were abolished and towns were made respon- 
sible for all public school education within their boun- | 
daries. This new “Sinclair Bill” provides an oppor- 
tunity for smaller towns to join together cooperatively 
to form a larger administrative district, and thereby 
accomplish what the towns cannot hope to do individu- 
ally, particularly at the high school level. Section 111A 
begins, “It is declared to be the policy of the State to 
encourage the development of school administrative 
units of sufficient size to provide a more equalized edu- 
cational opportunity for pupils, to establish satisfactory 
school programs... .” 

In setting up incentives for the formation of these 
larger administrative districts, the law provides for 
(1) a greater educational subsidy and (2) school build- 
ing construction aid for those towns entering into such 
an arranvement. The foundation program requires pro- 
vision of pre-primary through grade twelve, and the 
reorganized district must be of such size as to have 300 
pupils in grades nine through twelve. 

I recommend and believe that the town officials and 
citizens of Baldwin should inform themselves on the 
more detailed aspects of the new bill as rapidly as group 
meetings make it feasible. 
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APPROVAL AND ACCREDITATION 


Although Baldwin will be affected only indirectly by 
this program, beginning in 1960 all high schools will be 
listed as either “Approved” or “Accredited.” As of that 
date, a different set of standards will be effective for 
the evaluation of high schools. Those secondary schools 
meeting a basic set of standards will be rated as “Ap- 
proved.” Those schools meeting a more complicated and 
higher set of standards can achieve an “Accredited” 
rating. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS IMPROVEMENT 


A cool storage closet for surplus commodity foods for 
the lunch program was constructed in the basement. 
This has proven useful and practical. For next year it 
is planned to erect partitions at either end of the stage 
to provide areas for costume changes and for other 
accessory usages when plays and public entertainments 
are presented in the auditorium. 

A present need which may require long-range plan- 
ning to achieve is for facilities for indoor athletic activ- 
ity. This would include basketball. Baldwin pupils at- 
tending high schools out-of-town find themselves par- 
ticularly handicapped in this sport, since most towns 
have a definite program for elementary pupils. The 
school committee hopes to install outdoor basketball 
goals and a black-top surface approximately 35 feet by 
60 feet to provide an opportunity for outdoor basketball 
activity when the weather is suitable. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 

There are three factors adversely affecting the finan- 
cial status of school lunch programs this year which 
should be called to your attention. First, the USDA sub- 
sidy has decreased another one-half cent per pupil meal 
this year. Second, the price of school milk has been 
increased one cent per half-pint by the Maine Milk Com- 
mission. Third, the lunches have received very little in 


ee ee ee ee 
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the way of surplus commodity meat products this year, 
as compared to the rather generous commodities avail- 
able previously. 

You will note that the per pupil meal charge and the 
town appropriation for the lunch program has remained 
unchanged for several years. You are aware of the con- 
stant increases in food costs. Faced with decreasing 
revenue on the one hand and with increasing costs on 
the other, we are attempting to forestall any increase in 
the per pupil meal charge through careful attention to 
economical operation. 


STAFF AND PUPILS 

Iam glad to report that the same staff continues their 
capable and conscientious instruction of your pupils. 
International events of the past year, Sputniks in par- 
ticular, have pointed up the critical need for increased 
attention to a high level of scholastic achievement from 
those who have the capacity to excel in this particular 
area. The home should certainly accept a share of the 
responsibility for promoting a seriousness of purpose 
and an abiding respect for superior intellectual achieve- 
ment. 

The tables which follow reveal an overall upward 
trend this year in school population. This is more par- 
ticularly noticeable at the high school level, where the 
trend will be for more high school pupils next year. The 
figures are as of December 1, annually.

There will be a special article in the warrant to see 
what instructions the town will give the superintending 
school committee concerning the future provision of a 
pre-primary year. If a pre-primary were to be installed, 
these matters would have to be considered : 

1. Whether to add an additional teacher. 

2. Whether to utilize the music room (unused half 
of the auditorium) or to build another regular 
classroom. 

8 Provisions for additional conveyance capacity. 

A. Provision of necessary supplies and equipment. 


THE BUDGET 


You will note from the charts of comparative appro- 
priations and expenditures that a lesser total appropri- 
ation is requested this year than last year. You will 
also note the increase in the estimated expenditures. 
Only the greater amount of state educational subsidy 
under the Sinclair Bill makes this possible this year. 
These factors account for greater estimated expenses 
for the ensuing year : 

1. Increasing teachers’ salaries according to the new 

minimum salary law. 

2, A greater conveyance cost due to the increased 

mileage necessary to get all pupils to school. 

8. More pupils attending high school at higher 

tuition rates.

I want to point out specifically that costs of goods and 
services essential to the school program continue to 
rise. Certainly the citizens who feel the effects of a 
rising economy in their personal and family budgets 
will recognize that these same factors affect the school 


budget similarly. 
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The new minimum teacher salary law requires addi- 
tional salary increases, but it should be pointed out that 
this is a minimum provision, and that the general level 
of teachers’ salaries in Maine is considerably in advance 
of the minimum salary law. For example, the average 
teacher salary in Baldwin is $2,620.00, in Maine as a 
whole, $3,645.00. To continue to compete for teachers 
Baldwin will have to continue to move teachers’ sal- 
aries upward. 

This new salary law provides for annual increases of 
$100.00 between the following ranges as the minimum 
amounts:

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The public health nursing programs established late 
in 1956 were completed during the past year. 

In January, the last of a series of three immunization 
clinics was held. Thirteen children completed immuni- 
zation against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus, 
18 received their second polio inoculation and 58 were 
given the booster dose for poliomyelitis. Two were vac- 
cinated against smallpox. 

The completion of this program resulted in protection 
of a very high percentage of the school population. 
Fourteen of the children who received polio vaccine at 
the last clinic were pre-school children and it was 
planned that the booster dose would be offered them at 
the child health conferences held in the summer months. 
This was done. 

In May, as a part of the school health program, 38 
children were examined, which completed the examina- 
tions scheduled for the 1956 school year. 
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The examinations scheduled for this school year were 
completed in December. Fifty-one children were exam- 
ined. Many of the parents in your town again cooper- 
ated by being present when their children were seen by 
the doctor. It is, of course, desirable to have one of the 
parents present in order that the value of the examina- 
tions and the reasons for a recommendation be under- 
stood. 


In June the audiometer was used to test the hearing 
of the school children. 


Three child health conferences were held during the 
summer months to which infants and pre-school chil- 
dren were invited. It provides a good opportunity to 
establish the habit of regular medical supervision. 


Attendance at the three conferences totaled 54. 
Physical examinations were given and in addition eight 
were vaccinated against smallpox and eight protected 
against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus. Hight 
children received their second inoculation of polio vac- 
cine and ten their third or booster dose. 


During the year home visits have been made for 
many varied reasons. I repeat that visiting families in 
their homes provides an excellent opportunity to discuss 
with the parent any health problem, whether it be in 
relation to an infant, school child or an aged person. 
Too, your nurse is ready to direct the family to the 
community and State resources where help may be ob- 
tained, if necessary. 


I take this opportunity to thank those persons who in 
any way assisted with the program last year.
